I have hoped to hear, or''* something aired about this, possibly in print or some ether 
mention of it, but no hint, or suggestion of a hint have I over read, nor heard in 
mention on the subject, nothing that might load mo to think this Communist fear might 
be lmown to others also, especially The State Department and your C.I.A. . ! V 

I learned of this as ay fellow crew member, with two of hia friends, and I, stood on 
tho sidewalk in front of tho Communist Headquarters in Seattle, Mashingtcn in the Fall 
of lyhj. At the time, I didn’t realize its importance, or tcrfrfefr later when I was given 
She Intelligence assignment, and even later as the thought began to grow in importance 
in my mind, as to its great, and enormous possibilities, in fact, it soomod quite unimport- 
ant then, but as tho years have passed, tho idea has loomed ever larger in my mind and 
mort potent as a weapon , (Their ..eapon),to be turned against tliera,and which might 
be the means that could destroy Communism for over. 

This was discussed inside the Communist headquarters that evening, and not being a 
member, I could not attend, so I didn't hear it direct, but only what we talked about 
after the meeting was over.

Sven if no such secret to the communist plan ever existed, wouldn’t it be a good idea 
to manufacture one, and brifeg it into existence? Forged documents could bo introduced
